G E N E R A L R A IN . 


I t F a lls o n th e J u s t a n d th e U n ju st in th e 
F o o th ills a n d th e V alley s. 
D utch F la t, October Sth.—The first rain 
of the season has been falling here since 10 
o’clock yesterday, laying the dust and 
qnenching the forest fires, two results that 
were devoutly wished. 
S ie r r a Cit y , October 8th.—A heavy rain 
and snow-storm set in yesterday, much to 
the gratification of the miners. ’ 


W in t e r s, October 8th.—The rainfall for 
the storm is .55 of an inch. 
F. W . Wilson 
had 15,000 trays of raisins ont, but they 
were not damaged much, as most were cov­ 
ered before wet. 
No other damage is re­ 
ported. 


R ed d in g, October 8th.—The rainfall here 
for the first storm of the season is very 
heavy, 2 87 inches. 
B a k e r s f ie l d , October 8th.~T here was a 
heavy wind yesterday afternoon for about 
an hour, followed by a steady rain until 10 
p. m., and then rain fell at intervals. There 
have been some very heavy showers to 
date. 


S an D ie g o, October 8th.—Twentv-fonr 
hundredths of an inch of rain fell last 
night at San Diego and other points of the 
coast rain belt. 
In the foothill and m oun­ 
tain belts it was raining at noon, w ith 
prospects of a very large precipitation. 
The raisin-growers in Csjon Valley have 
most of the crop under cover, and those 
who have not, say little injury will be done, 
providing the sun comes out w ithin twenty- 
four hours. 
M odesto, October 8th.—The rainfall for 
the twenty-four hours ending at 7 o'clock 
this m orning measured .30 of an inch. The 
weather is cloudy and the barometer is fall­ 
ing. 


S an B er n a r d in o, October 8th —Thirty- 
two hundredths of an inch of rain fell here 
between m idnight aDd morning. 
G eo rg eto w n, October 8th.—The first rain 
of the season began falling at 8 a . m. yes­ 
terday and was preceded by a high wind. 
It rained hard all day and most of the 
night. Nearly one and a half inches has 
fallen at 9 a . m . to-day. It will have one 
good effect, that of putting an effectual 
stop to the forest fires, which have been 
worse this fall than for m any years. 
W oodland, October 8th.—The rain still 
continues in some parts of the county. It 
began raining at Capay and vicinity at 3 p. 
m . and is still raining. The fall lias been 
quite heavy. At Capay. 2 inches; Rumsey, 
102; Madison. 1:05; 
W inters, .85, and 
W oodland, .67. 
A c a m po, October 8th.—A heavy wind 
blew from the southeast this forenoon. 
Rain fell very hard from 9 until 10 o’clock. 
It is still stormy. 
M a r t in e z, October Sth.—H alf an inch of 
rain fell yesterday. 
H alf of the grape crop 
is yet to pick and is partly spoiled. 
Con­ 
siderable hay lies in the fields. The sea­ 
son’s county wine yietd is about half a m ill­ 
ion gallons and 100,000 gallons of brandy. 
W illo w s, October 8th.—Over h alf an 
inch of rain feil during the thunder-storm 
this evening, between 6 and 8 o’clock. 
Colton, October 8th.—i t commenced to 
rain at 2 a . m. to-day, and forty hundredths 
of an inch fell. The weather is now clear. 
Farm ers are commencing to plow and sow 
their grain. 


G il r o y , October 8th.—The weather was 
showery all day. There has been a light 
rainfall. 
It is clear at 8 p. m . The wind 
is from the north. 


F IL T H Y C H IN E S E . 


T h e ir O b scen e G o o d s W ill b e S eized a t 
th e C u sto m H o u se. 
S an F rancisco, October 8th.—The cases 
of the proprietors of half a dozen Chinese 
bazaars, who were arrested on the 2J inst. 
at the instance of the Society for the Sup­ 
pression of Vice, for selling obscene pic­ 
tures to scbool-boys, were on the calendar 
for trial this m orning in Police Judge 
Lawler’s Court. The Chinese are defended 
by T. D. Riordan, who strenuously asked 
the Court that a particular case he had se­ 
lected be tried first, but to this proposition 
of the defense, Agent B ennett of the So­ 
ciety particularly and strenuously objected, 
and asked for the trial of one Sam Yo 
Ching, in whose store several hundred 
filthy pictures were seized, and which place 
was supposed to be the headquarters for 
the contraband goods. 
The Court set this case for trial on the 
15th inst., and the defendant’s attorney de­ 
manded a jury to try it. 
The other cases 
were continued until the same day. In 
open Court, Mr. Riordan took occasion to 
say that the microscopic pictures in evi­ 
dence were not obscene, as the United 
States 
authorities—the 
appraisers—had 
passed them as “all right,” and that it was 
a strange thing that they did so if they 
were not. 
Secretary Bennett said “no ap­ 
praiser ever passed upon them as all right,” 
and went directly to Collector Phelps in 
the Custom House and showed him a 
sample of the goods that Attorney Riordan 
claimed were passed by the appraisers and 
examiners. 
Mr. Phelps prom ptly stated “there is 
som ething wrong about this,” and took 
Secretary Beuuetl over to the Appraiser’s 
Building and introduced him to Mr. Leavy, 
and Exam iner Tucker, who happened to 
be present. 
Mr. Tucker said, “Yes, large quantities 
of these goods were passed: what is wrong 
with them ?” 
“Just as I told you, Mr. 
Bennett,” said Collector Phelps, “ they did 
not notice the pictures inserted and passed 
them for toys, etc.” 
They were shown the 
microscopic art, and were sun rised that 
any intelligent man should make such 
sweeping statements, that the examiners 
would pass such pictures as “all right.” 
Mr. Phelps instructed Mr. Bennett to in­ 
form the examiners 
particularly about 
every kind of device of the Chinese and 
Japanese to secure the importation of their 
filthy goods, and he instructed the exam in­ 
ers to seize the invoice, in future, of all 
that class of merchandise. 


A F R IE N D L Y IN N . 


T h e L a te s t P ro je c t o í th e 
C h a rita b le 
L a itie s o f th e M e tro p o lis. 
S an F rancisco, October 8th.—A meeting 
of the Friendly Inn Association of San 
Francisco was held to-day at Irving H all. 
This Association, which now has a m em ­ 
bership of between three and four hundred, 
will soon have down-town headquarters! 
The Friendly Inn project is one wnich has 
been very successful in certain Eastern 
cities, notably in Cleveland. Ohio, and St. 
Louis. The plan, as contemplated here, 
is to m aintain a free home for homeless 
yonng m en. The features of this home 
will be, as planned: 
First, a dining-room, 
where none shall be too poor to command 
a good meal; second, free lodgings with 
home comforts, to those who can not pay; 


good reading, music, and recreation. 
The 
dining-room is to be first-class so far as 
good cooking and comfort go. 
Attached 
to this is to be a restaurant of superior na­ 
ture, daintily appointed for the general 
public. 
This, it is to be hoped, will pay 
the expenses of the free departm ent. 
The project is entirely non-sectarian and 
all local clergymen have indorsed it. 
The 
chief object of the plan is to m aintain a 
place to which young men may resort 
w ithout the attending dangers presented by 
so m any resorts in a great city. 
If ail goes well this association will have 
a building, well equipped and furnished, 
in the center of the city. Here all strangers 
will be welcomed and aid will be given all 
young men and women who are deserving 
of it.

OFFICIAL ADVERTISING. 


A M e d ic a l J o u r n a l T a k e s U p th e Q u es­ 
tio n . 
The Occidental Medical Times, of this city, 
has the following sensible rem arks on free 
Government advertising; 
The “Press Association of Northern and 
Central California,’’ that recently convened 
in this city, discussed at length" the ques­ 
tion of paym ent for official advertising at a 
uniform or fair rate. The m atter of puffs, 
gratuitous reading notices, etc, was also 
mentioned, only to be condemned. The 
papers, it is true, receive pay for legal ad­ 
vertising, but at ati unfairly low rate, and 
subject to dishonest competition. There is, 
however, another class of advertising, of 
interest alike to the lay and medical press, 
the insertion “as a m atter oi news” of no­ 
tices and items in connection with the vari­ 
ous departments of the United States Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
Each of these items has a choice 
of mediums through which to reach the 
particular section of the public that it con­ 
cerns; all of them m ust be published in or­ 
der to facilitate the work of the respective 
departments, yet their appearance is re­ 
quested “as a m atter of news.” 
Our con­ 
temporary, the R ecord-U n io n , pertinently 
notes this in connection with the gratui­ 
tous publication of a request for contractors 
to furnish bids for carrying the mails be­ 
tween the depot and tne postoffice in this 
city. 
More recently another gratuitous 
note appears in the daily papers regarding 
examinations for vacancies in the United 
Siate Civil Service, Postal Department, and 
the Postmaster is directed to request the 
papers to publish this "as a m atter of 
news.” 
The medical press is directly con­ 
cerned in this matter, by the publication of 
notices from the medical departments of 
the 
various services. 
We have been 
prom p’ed to allude to the subject by the 
receipt of a communication from the War 
Department, Surgeon-General’s Office, re­ 
garding vacancies in the Medical Corps. U. 
S. A. 
The communication winds up with 
the usual stereotyped formula, “It is re­ 
quested that you will give this a place in 
your j urnal as a m atter of news, and call 
such attention editorially to it as you may 
deem proper. The regulations of the de­ 
partm ent are such that this notice cannot 
be regarded in the light of an official adver­ 
tisem ent.” These regulations should cer­ 
tainly be amended so that this notice 
should “be regarded [and paid for] in the 
light of an official advertisement.” This 
rule obtains in other countries, and in Eng­ 
land, a country not troubled with a surplus 
of revenue, such advertisements regularly 
appear in the medical journals. In com­ 
mon with other journals, we have always 
published these notices as a m atter of cour­ 
tesy to the Medical Corps. W e believe, 
however, 
that 
the departm ent should 
neither request nor receive courtesies of 
this character, nor should an opulent Gov­ 
ernm ent be accorded gratuitous Driviieges. 
The United States presents to-day the alto­ 
gether unique spectacle of a nation unable 
to dispose of its surplus revenue. We think 
that the medical press of the country might 
assist, in however hum ble a way, in the so­ 
lution of this vast problem.

T h e modified form of the Australian 
ballot system that was successfully tried 
in Connecticut on Monday appears to 
k; a decided improvement, in some re­ 
spects, upon the original idea. The re­ 
ports agree that the new scheme worked 
admirably, and that the voting was abso­ 
lutely secret. Under the Connecticut plan 
the voter receives from the election officers 
an official envelope, with which he also 
receives a blank ballot paper, bearing the 
State seal. W ith these he retires to a 
closet and prepares his ticket, seals it se­ 
curely in the envelope and returns to the 
ballot-box, where he deposits it. This 
would appear to afford complete protec­ 
tion to the voter, in all but one thing. 
I Tnless there is a regulation that enables 
the officers of the Election Board to ascer­ 
tain that the ballot in the envelope is the 
same that was delivered by them to the 
voter on entering the booth then the 
“boss” and the “cattle driver” can work 
their infamous business as heretofore by 
hiring a voter to bring out of the booth an 
original paper, leaving in the envelope a 
blank sheet. If the “boss” can once secure 
an original, he can “fix it” to his fancy, 
send it in by a purchased elector and re­ 
quire him to make proof of its deposit by 
bringing out another original; thus the 
buying and selling can go on as of old. In 
all else the modification appears to be 
commendable. The objection suggested 
could be easily obviated by requiring the 
voter to enclose his ballot in the envelope 
after inspection of it in its folded form in 
the presence of the Election Board, to as­ 
sure that body of its identity. This it 
could do by having the State seaj so 
placed that it would appear upon the outer 
fold. It would then be a very much 
superior system to that which requires a 
number to be marked upon the corner, 
since not even the election officers could 
then tell who cast any particular ballot. 


T h e story conies to hand—but we re­ 
ceive it with doubts of its truth—that the 
Ministry of the Hawaiian Government has 
prepared a treaty to be submitted to the 
United States continuing the present re­ 
ciprocal commercial relations, and in ad­ 
dition making the United States the guar­ 
antor of the independence of the Hawai­ 
ian Government, and giving the former 
the right to march armed bodies in the do­ 
main of Hawaii for that purpose when 
necessary; also binding the Government 
of the King not to negotiate any treaties 
with other powers without first submitting 
them to the United States Government for 
approval. It is said that the native popu­ 
lation received the new propositions with 
great disfavor and petitioned the King to 
oppose the suggested treaty. The oppo­ 
sition of course extends only to the idea of 
a protectorate, and the practical annexa­ 
tion of the kingdom to the territory of the 
United States. We do not believe that 
the proposition to extend a protectorate 
over Hawaii has any considerable senti­ 
ment behind it in this country. It has 
not l»cen our policy to enter into such guar­ 
antees, and there does not appear to be 
any pressing reason why a new policy 
should be pronounced in that direction at 
this time. In the case of Samoa the con­ 
ditions were dissimilar, but even in that 
instance there is no declaration of a pro­ 
tectorate. No one can say that the United 
States may not change its policy, however, 
in the case of Hawaii, but thus far there 
has been no indication of a disposition to 
do so. 


N ew Y o rk has experienced another 
shock from the Chinese colony- that a 
year or two ago was held by our Eastern 
brethren to lie so harmless. A gang of 
highbinders forced their way into the 
house of one of their countrymen, and 
securing his Chinese servant, tortured him 
for hours to force him to reveal where the 
master had his money secreted. The story 
of their atrocity is told by the telegraphic 
reporters with sickening detail. When 
the police attempted to arrest the rascally 
thieve:, they drew murderous weapons and 
made a vigorous defense, hut were finally 
overpowered and taken to prison. New 
York will learn, in time, that when the 
little brown man is bad he is very bad. 
The great metropolis has nearly reached 
the condition when it is ready to declare 
itself heartily sick of the Chinese. 


T h e new ballot taken in France on 
Etinday in the undecided districts con­ 
firmed the triumph of the Government 
party and completed the overthrow of 
Bonlangism. It was what had been antici­ 
pated. It proved that the friends of the 
General, with every spur applied to in­ 
duce them to do so, cannot rally sufficient 
strength to mass a respectable force in the 
Chamber of Deputies—that is to sav, the 
people of France have tired of Boulanger 
and his whims. 
A nd now we have the testimony of Mr. 
Edison that the showing made by the 
United States at the Paris Exhibition was 
very poor, for he says that in the depart­ 
ment in which he was most interested— 
the electrical—there was so meager a dis­ 
play that some of the South American 
States far outshone us.

VISITORS ASTONISHED. 
The M ills o f M anchester the M ost Ex­ 
tensive in the W orld. 
M a n c h e ster (N. H.), October 8th.—The 
International Excursion party, last night, 
for the first time in the experience 
of many of the delegates and attaches of 
the International American Congress, slept 
in the cars of the special train. The special 
train remained in the Boston and Maine 
Railroad station until 2 o'clock in the 
morning, when it was ran to Manchester. 
The delegates were cordially welcomed 
by Senator Blair and the corporation au­ 
thorities. 
The immense buildings that are devoted 
to the manufacture of fabrics excited live­ 
liest interest. 
Here were the greatest 
shops in the world, according the state­ 
ments hiade by the members of commit­ 
tees, who added that one of the mills con­ 
sumed more cotton and indigo than any 
other concern in all Chiistendom. 
The foreign visitors heard with amaze­ 
ment that in this small city a half a million 
spindles were whirling and 14,000 looms 
were weaving miles per day of fabrics of all 
kinds. 
After looking over the factories the party 
was escorted to a new mill, where in one- 
half of a great hall four hundred feet by one 
hundred had been arranged a display of 
textile and other goods produced in Man­ 
chester in a half of a working dav. It 
made a most formidable showing in its ex­ 
tent, and was moreover arranged so as to 
make a most attractive exhibition, ranging 
from blocks of spruce wood and raw cotton 
to pitchers and water coolers, etc. of indu­ 
rated wood fibre and fine paper, pretty 
checked and striped cloths, etc. 
When the exhibit had been duly ad­ 
mired the'party were seated at a luncheon 
furnished by the citizens, and shortly after 
noon left Manchester on their way to Port­ 
land, Maine. 
AT PORTLAND. 
P o r tla n d (Me ), October 8 h —The Pan- 
American delegates arrived here at4 o'clock. 
During the trip from Manchester tbe dele­ 
gates were busily engaged in classifying the 
samples of goods and cloths they had se­ 
cured, and making memoranda to at­ 
tach to the respective samples, which were 
then packed away.

Senor Mendona. delegate of Brazil, said 
his Emperor had spoken of the relations 
between his country and the United 
States, and had touched upon the futnre, 
saying he predicted a population of 100,­ 
000,000 for the United States and 50,000,000 
for Brazil, and asked what would then be 
their power? 
As to thi3 Congress, he had, af'er dis­ 
cussion of the matter, said America, and 
he meant all America, could clearly say 
to Europe that the Americans were try inn 
to feed America themselves. [Applause.] 
The soul of all Americans was in one 
place. Their resources and capabilities 
should, like the small streams of a great 
central valley, unite in larger and larger 
courses, until they should flow together, 
like the great Mississippi. [Applause ] ' 
At 11 o'clock to-night the party started 
for Worcester. 
SUDDEN DEATH. 


C harles II. ltishop, California's Favorite 
Actor, Drops Dead on the Stage. 
N ew York,October 8th.—After the first 
scene of "Lord Chumlev” in the Lyceum 
Theater this evening É. H. Sothern ap­ 
peared before tbe audience and announced 
that Charles B. Bishop, who a few mo­ 
ments before had been acting a prom inent 
part, had suddenly died in his dressiDg- 
rootu while chan gin g iiis costume. 
The audience was then dismissed. 
Bishop’s wife was with him when be died, 
and was pros rated by the shock. 
Bishop was perhaps the best and most 
refined exponent of broad low comedy on 
the American stage. Before he went on 
the stage, several years ago, he was a med­ 
ical practitioner in Baltimore. He first 
started in “ Widow lledotte,” but will be 
best remembered in his delineation of the 
"drummer'' in "Strictly Business." 
During McKee Rankin's engagement at 
the Calilorniti Theater Bishop was induced 
to shelve’ Strictly Business" and join forces 
with the California Theater stock company. 
A grand revival of old comedies was the 
result. Bishop always assuming the part of 
the grotesque characler. When Shakes­ 
peare's tragedy "Macbeth” was presented 
at the California Theater two years ago, 
Mr. Bishop played one of the witches and 
took the whole honse by storm. 
Bishop received a crushing blow when 
his only son, Charles E , died suddenly 
abont a year ago. and it is more than prob­ 
able that it hastened bis own end. His 
son was 24 yeats old and considered a 


promising comedian. 
Tbe immediate 
ciuse of Bishop’s death was heart failure. 


SHOOTING FROM AMBUSH. 
A Bloody Feud W hich Is Now Existing 
in W est Virginia. 
W h e e lin g (W . V a.l, October Sth.—The 
situation in Lincoln county is such as to 
make it reasonably certain that tbe founda­ 
tions have been laid for a feud which will 
rival in bitterness and proportions the 
famous Hatfield-McCoy war along the 
banks of tbe Big Sandy. 
The trouble had its origin about a month 
ago, the original cause being the depreda­ 
tions of stock belonging to Alfred Hall 
upon the land of A1 Brumfield. The parties 
lived on Hart’s creek and Hall and Brum­ 
field came to blows. Hall being pretty badly 
beaten. Three days later, on tbe 22d of 
September, while Al Brumfield and his 
wife were on their way home from church, 
they were ambushed and both were shot. 
Mrs. Brumfield was shot in the breast and 
her husband in the leg. The couple were 
lying in tbe road and were taken home. 
Mrs. Brumfield's wound was very serious 
and she is not yet out of danger. The 
friends of the Brumfields at once made a 
search for tbe Halls, and pursued them for 
several miles, but the would-be murderers 
succeeded in making their escape. 
Great excitement resulted and continued 
he following Thursday, when the Halls 
ambushed Harris Brumfield, and fired half 
a dozen shots at him. but only one took 
eflect. This added fuel to the excitement, 
and the neighborhood was under arms, 
each side having their triends and acquaint­ 
ances enlisted in the bushwhacking. 
Last Friday the Brumfield faction caught 
a man named Dingess, a relative to the 
Halls, and succeeded in breaking his leg 
with a Winchester ball before the Halls 
rallied and drove the assailants of. 
Since this affair nothing has been heard 
from the Hart-creek neighborhood, but it is 
very probable that more trouble will occur, 
as there is much bitterness expressed by the 
friends of each man. 


RELIGIOUS NEWS. 
Som e ol the W ork of the Episcopal M is­ 
sions at H om e and Abroad. 
N ew Y o rk , October 8th.—During the ad­ 
dresses of the Missionary Bishops in the 
Episcopal Convention yesterday, Rev. 
Robert Shaw Locke, who for the past fif­ 
teen years has been a missionary in China, 
said that the only hope of converting the 
Chinese, Japanese or natives of India was 
by having native missionaries. 
Rev. Paulus Moore, colored, from Li­ 
beria, wanted United States aid in the ad­ 
vancement of the material development of 
the Liberian Republic. Among the meas­ 
ures he advocated was subsidizing a line of 
steamers to run between the United States 
and Liberia. 
In the House of Deputies this morning a 
committee was appointed to examine the 
proposed system of dividing the Church of 
the United States into provinces, to report 
to the Convention of 1892. 
A resolution looking to the admission of 
a new diocess in California within the 
present limits was passed. 
The Committee on the Consecration of 
the new Bishops reporting favorably, it 
was resolved to consecrate Dr. Wm. A. 
Leonard, Bishop of South Ohio, and Thos. 
F. Maives, Bishop of Michigan. 
A sensation was caused by a resolution 
offered by Mr. Stotsenburg, of Indiana, ask­ 
ing for the creation of a new House of Am­ 
erican Archbishops, with five members 
from five archdioceses, namely, Northern 
and Eastern, Central, Northwestern and 
Pacific, Southern and Southwestern. Re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Canons. 
LOTTERY CIRCULARS. 
A D enver Firm Tries to Start a Little 
Louisiana Schem e. 
D en v er . October 8th.—A. C. Johnson 
and J. H. Boyd have been arrested here by 
Postoffice Inspector Patterson, charged 
with sending lottery circulars and tickets 
through the mails. The men conducted 
the business under the name of A. C. Ross 
& Co., which proved to be a mythical firm 
Their mail, which was voluminous, was 
put into a locked box and called for by 
Johnson. 
This alleged corporation was called the 
Denver State Lottery Company. The cap­ 
ital prize was $7,500, one-tenth of the 
Louisiana. There were 100.000 tickets and 
3,335 prizes, aggregating $26,370. 
Each 
ticket was worth 50 cents. 
The circular 
instructed purchasers to send the money 
to A. C. Ross & Co., Denver, or J. H. Boyd, 
1318 Seventeenth street, and the prizes 
could be collected through any of the 
San Francisco or Denver banks and express 
offices. The first drawing was to come off 
on October 15th. The men were taken 
before Commissioner Brazee and held in 
$1,000 bail, which they furnished. John­ 
son claims that he had nothing to do with 
the firm, only working for Boyd at $100 a 
month. Boyd denies using the mails and 
says his circulars were delivered in the city 
by messengers, and as yet no tickets have 
been sold. 
A PERILOUS TRAMP. 
Journey of a 12-Year Old California Girl 
to New Jersey. 
N ew Y o r k , October 8:h.—Mary Kehn, a 
native of California, 12 years old, was 
brought into the police station at New 
Brunswick, N. J., yesterday, in a destitute 
condition. She was barefoot and had but 
scant clothing. She said she had left San 
Francisco two yeats ago. She wore boy’s 
clothes, and came across the continent, 
sometimes stealing a ride, but walking 
most of tbe way. She bad never been 
molested by tramps. Mary is very good 
looking, and appears very brave, but does 
not seem to be a braggart. She can read 
and write well. Some of the managers of 
the Young Woman’s Mission have taken 
the pretty tramp in hand and clothed her. 
She will remain in New Brunswick for tbe 
present. Mary says her father's name was 
Keha. “My mother,” said she. “died when 
I was 7. Papa died a year later. I lived 
with neighbors, from whom I ran away. I 
slept in haystacks, and kept warm all 
through the winter.” It is believed that 
Mary ran away from some institution in 
California.

SAVING CHINESE. 
The Poor of New York N eglected for the 
Little Hrown Men. 
N ew Y ork. October 8 th —The guild for 
the benerit of Chinese, under the auspices 
of St. Bartholomew's Episcopal Church, 
opened last evening. Dr. Greer, pastor of 
the church, presided. The purposes of the 
guild, as explained by Dr. Greer, are to 
extend Christian fellowship to the Chinese 
and teach Americans to treat them with 
becoming consideration. The rooms are 
large and comfortable, and will be open 
day and evening for the use of members 
and their friends. The work is under the 
management of John Thorne, an American, 
for ruany years a merchant in China, and 
who gave up his business to devote his life 
to missionary work in that country. He 
will be assisted by Guy Main, who ad­ 
dressed his countrymen, 200 of whom were 
present, on tbe advantages to be derived 
from joining the guild' Appropriate re­ 
marks were made by Bishop Potter. At 
the close of the meeting most of the Chi­ 
nese present signed the roll of member­ 
ship.

There 
are abont fifty delegates present, repre­ 
senting almost every section of the United 
States. 
Thrilling Adventure. 
New Y ork, October 8th.—The British 
steamship Unionist arrived to-day from 
Liverpool and reports a thrilling adventure. 
The coal in the hold was on tire for six 
days. Two men who were trying to put 
the tire out were suffocated and did not re­ 
gain consciousness for twenty-four hours. 
The fourth day of the fire there was an ex­ 
plosion of coal gas, which blew the hatches 
fifty feet into the air, and a sheet of flame, 
twelve feet by four, shot up to the top of 
the masts.

He has 
Jeft a fortune of upward of £20,000, includ­ 
ing the estimated value of his small but 
very choice collection of pictures and old 
furniture and a splendid library, all of 
which will be sold in the course of the 
next few months. 
A Good M ovem ent. 
New Y ork, October 8th.—As a result of 
the Flack divorce case the Judges of the 
Supreme Court in this city have come out 
against secret divorce proceedings. At a 
meeting of the Judges held to day, which 
was attended by every Judge on the bench, 
it was resolved that henceforth there will 
be no references in actions for absolute di­ 
vorce, and they wiil be tried in open 
Court at special terms. 
Chattanooga Republicans. 
Chattanooga (Tenn ), October 8th.—The 
first election in this State, under the Aus­ 
tralian system of voting, occurred here to­ 
day in the municipal election. It was the 
quietest election ever known in the city, 
and there was less illegal voting than in 
any previous election.

B uffalo, October 8th.—This morning 
Charles Orris, who lived with his motker, 
Mrs. Marv King, shot and killed her while 
she was sleeping, and then suicided by cut­ 
ting his throat. Orris left a note, saying 
that he was tired of living, and as his 
mother could not get along without him, 
he decided to end her suffering also. After 
cutting his throat Orris sat down and 
smoked a cigarette while he bled to death-

P hila d elph ia, October 8th.—Four mem­ 
bers of the Executive Committee of the 
Clan-na-Gael, representing the Cronin fac­ 
tion, have issued a call for a convention of 
all camps throughout the country.

IT MUST BE TAKEN FBOM THE ORIGINAL 
FOUNTAIN HEAD.

E ds. R eco rd TTiuoit: I beg to offer a few 
suggestions about the water we drink, and 
xuay drink in the future, in this city. It is 
probably not generally known that a mile 
or more below 8isson, Siskiyou county, the 
Sacramento river has its starting-point. 
Following the railroad track below Sisson 
one may be able to go to the place where 
the springs issue from the mountain side 
at various Idealities, and the streams are 
sufficiently large each to turn a fair-sized 
turbine, and enough power could be util­ 
ized to light up the town of Sisson, railroad 
station, saw mills, etc., and probably power 
to spare for some industries. Nearer the 
railroad track, or higher up the bank, there 
are oozing out of the mountain side, be­ 
tween the roots of large treeB, the water 
known as the “Iron Springs." It is strongly 
impregnated with the usual stringent taste 
of iron, which, upon coming in contact 
with the oxygen of the air, undergoes a 
higher stage of oxidation, leaving or in- 
crustating the ground and rocks with fer­ 
ric oxide, or the bydrate of the same, being 
somewhat like iron rust. 
The property belongs to Mr. Sisson, an 
old resident, and the locality through 
which the stream Hows is a splendid site to 
build some sort of sanitarium, where peo­ 
ple who are cooped up in large cities will 
gain an appetite that will surprise them 
when they drink the waters, inhale the 
pure air and have sufficient exercise or out­ 
door life. To gain a strong and healthy 
appetite, of all the places the writer ever 
visited, none equals Sisson, but whether 
this can be said of other persons sojourn­ 
ing there is at present not known. If this 
city ever desires to procure pure water, un­ 
contaminated, this is the spot to bottle it 
up in pipes and let it flow, by its own 
gravitation, where wanted in the valley. 
To the writer, no doubt is entertained that 
these powerful springs do not come from 
the glaciers or snow on Mount Shasta, 
which is right behind, but a large valley 
near by. 
To keep this water in its purity it is ab­ 
solutely necessary that it be taken up at 
the very opening of the mountain side, for 
if it flows only a mile, or approaches Sisson, 
it becomes already defiled, for all the drain­ 
age of the swampy locality, or the marshy, 
turf-like soil and the town flows into it 
from ditches, and cannot be prevented, as 
water naturally must run down the hill. 
As the river flows in a confined condition, 
and as the track of the railroad follows it, 
and the towns and stations are situated 
wherever the track is laid, there cannot be 
any remedy devised, short of a miracle, to 
prevent the waste water from flowing into 
the river. 
It must be clear then that the 
towns above Redding as they increase in 
population and add to manufacturing in­ 
dustries, particularly such work as reduc­ 
ing pulp from wood, for the production of 
white printing paper, are sure to increase 
the obnoxious products not desirable in 
good and wholesome drinking water. 
The general idea that once prevailed, 
that water will purify the longer it runs, 
ought to be taken up with some caution. 
W hile of course agitation (which here sig­ 
nifies oxidation), when organic matter is 
taken into consideration, must play an im­ 
portant part, yet 
inorganic substances, 
when brought against the most violent gale 
of the ocean, ■would not decompose the 
chlorinic compounds known generally as 
common cooking salt. If these compounds 
are present in the water derived from or­ 
ganic life (man or beast), there is no pre­ 
cipitant or reagent in the water, unless 
specially prepared by man, to remove 
them. The liquid as charged will there­ 
fore flow to the ocean as charged, and. bv 
'. e-he way, make—even so far as our taste 
and desire for water extends-—a more pre­ 
ferable drinking water, despite its impurity, 
for the very simple reason that we never 
drank absolutely pure water. 
It will be obvious, then, that every spring 
issuing from the mountain side must be 
tapped or cooped up by piping to our doors 
if we want pure water.

D isc reet ¡silence. 
Sheriff McMullen yesterday went out to 
the vicinity of the Jewish Cemetery, to see 
what he could learn in regard to the al­ 
leged attempt to kill G. Aieksa on Satur­ 
day night, a full account of which was 
published in the R eco rd -U n io n the follow­ 
ing morning. A reporter of this paper 
called on the Sheriff in the afternoon, and 
the latter stated that he went to the house 
of A. Pagni, the Italian whose alleged 
cruel treatment of his aged mother had 
aroused such deep indignation among those 
of his neighbors (including Aieksa) as were 
aware of the facts, and was told by Mrs. 
Pagni that her husband was in bed at the 
hour the shooting commenced. 
Sheriff McMullen also said he was shown 
a pistol that Pagni kept in the house, 
which had two empty chambers. The 
number of shots fired at Aieksa was three, 
and these facts impressed the Sheriff with 
the idea that the shooting was not done by 
Pagni. 
The officer said he interviewed three or 
four parties out that way, and one of them 
went so far as to advance the opinion that 
Aieksa himself fired the shots which the 
latter says came from ambush on Sunday 
night. This opinion, from one who knows 
nothing of the occurrence, certainly is not 
worth much. 
Aieksa visited the Chief of Police's office 
within an hour after the shooting and ex­ 
hibited his perforated coat, the condition of 
which showed plainly that he could not 
himself have done the shooting. There 
was not the least sign of powder-marks 
upon it, and the freshly-made hole was ex­ 
actly such as would have resulted from the 
passage through it of a pistol bullet of 28 or 
32 
caliber. 
Had Aieksa himself fired 
the shot through 
his 
coat while the 
garment, was on his person, the charge 
from the pistol would have set fire to it. 
Had he hung it on a fence and shot at it 
(on a dark night) far enough away to pre­ 
vent its showing powder marks, he could 
not have sent the bullet through the very 
front edge of the coat just where a shot 
would have missed his person if the coat 
were on him at the time of the passage of 
the bullet. 
The effort to show that Aieksa did the 
shooting is too absurd for a moment’s con­ 
sideration. 
The fact is apparent that a 
cowardly attempt was made to assassinate 
Mr. Aieksa, but of course it is a difficult 
matter to determine who the murderous 
miscreant was, and bis identity may never 
be discovered.

Dear Young Friend: The letter to my address 
concerning the Young Men’s Christian Associ­ 
ation building cam e to me this m orning. The 
first thought on reading it was, how nice in you 
to interest yourself in such enterprises and how 
kind ot you to th in k of m e as one to depend 
on to assist you. 
I appreciate the educa­ 
tional and m oral effect of th at

tion, and 
w ill 
give 
ten tim es 
the dim e 
asked 
to 
help 
build 
th a t 
edifice. 
But 
do 
you th in k it honest for th at institu­ 
tion, in presenting this subject, to tell us 
th a t 
it 
w ill only cost us a lew 
m inutes 
tim e and a dim e, w hen the tim e involved 
is no less than two hours, ana instead of a dim e 
th e cost is eighteen cents ? T hat is, in order to 
get SI to Sacram ento, we m ust pay eighty cents 
to the Governm ent In postage stam ps. It m ay 
be a sm all m atter to each one, but don’t yon see 
if $10,000 were raised in this way, it w ould cost 
the donors $8,000 to get the $10 000 in stam ps to 
Sacram ento, and then it would be in stamps 
aud would probably cost $2,000 m ore to get it 
changed into specie. 'J lu re are $2 the rural 
districts m ust donate th at the Young Men’s 
Christian Association m ay receive $1 benefit. In 
justice to sound business principles and true 
philanthropy we should not do this thing. I 
will send the letter to Sacram ento, in order that 
the chain m ay be m ended if broken—but i m ust 
have the courage of my convictions, and not be 
accessory to w hat I regard as a sw indle in the 
way of raising money, even though it be for so 
beneficent an enterprise as the Young Men’s 
Christian Association. W hile we are trying, my 
young friend, in so m any indirect w ays to assist 
the young m en to better lives, would it not be 
well for us, who are able to see it, to work for 
women’s political enfranchisem ent, that she 
m ay, by the sm all effort of depositing h er ballot, 
remove those im m oral institutions! w here now 
is spent by the young m en of Sacram ento enough 
dim es each day to build them a Y. M. C. A. 
building in th a t sam e tim e? Do you say that 
the effect of wom en’s franchise w ould probably 
be less salutary ? Inform yourself, please, of the 
effect of wom en's vote, w here possible for them 
to exercise it, and say if it were not at least 
worth the trial. Is it fair to w om anhood that 
we should be obliged both by our natures and 
the necessities of the case lo principally build 
and sustain all the m oral institutions for both 
sexes in Christendom, aud at the same tim e to 
be deprived of the pow er to do this in the most 
effective way? For we know too well th at the 
power of the ballot for good or evil over-rides 
that of ail other powers com bined.

AFTER THE VANDALS. 


S ouie A ctiv e W ork B e in g T ak en A g a in st 
th e G am e D estro y ers. 
There is now a fair prospect that the 
vandals who have been destroying the 
wild game of the State will have to look 
for some other means of making a liveli­ 
hood. Having heard that a large number 
of pot-huntere were engaged in trapping 
quail in Maria county, Deputy Game Com­ 
missioner Fred P. Calluadan paid that sec­ 
tion a visit on Saturday iast. 
During his 
trip through the country he discovered 
twenty “figure-four’’ traps, which had been 
laid for trapping quail, and destroyed them 
all. Many of them contained quail, which 
he liberated. The custom of these pot­ 
hunters is to trap the quail in this manner, 
and then, placing them in a bag hung to a 
tree or some convenient place, fire into 
them with a charge of shot, so that when 
examined they would seem to have been 
legally slain. 
The Fish aDd Game Commissioners have 
filed a complaint againBt the Donahue 
Railroad Company for transporting deer 
bides that do not show the sexes of the car­ 
cases from which they were taken. This 
is a good beginning, and now if the Com­ 
mission will only send detectives among 
the hide warehouses, it will find tnousands 
more of like skins. The fact has been often 
published, but no investigation has ever 
been reported._____

Ira G. Hoitt. Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, is just now the proudest man 
in California. Some time since Superin­ 
tendent Hoitt sent to the United States 
Commissioner of Education to the Paris 
Exposition, samples of the blank forms for 
reports, registers, library record books, 
notices, contrac’s, census returns, diplomas 
of graduation, teachers’ certificates, educa­ 
tional and life'diplomas—in all about forty 
blanks—published by tbe State and used 
for carrying on the work of the public 
schools, together with a copy of our School 
laws, and of the Superintendent’s Report, 
and a copy of each of the State series of 
text books thus far published, and the 
blank orders for the proper distribution of 
the same. 
The 
published 
reports of the prizes 
awarded gives to the California Department 
of Public Instruction a gold medal for the 
exhibit. Some of these blanks have been 
prepared, others much improved, and many 
of the books bave been published during 
Superintendent 
Hoitt’s 
administration, 
and he is much gratified at this tangible 
appreciation of our Paris exhibit, and at 
the position California has won in the ed 
ucational world.

A M on ster P a ra d e in the N ation al C ap i­ 
tal Y e ste rd a y. 
W ashington, O ctober 8 th .—T be m orn­ 
in g broke cloudy, threatening 
rain or 
snow , for th e air was very chilly, but as the 
hours w ore on the sky cleared, m aking a 
beautiful day for th e great K nights T em p­ 
lar parade. 
T he city is in gala dress. T he 
public and private buildings are covered 
w ith bunting. 
T be various insignia of the 
O rd er are used in th e decorations, furnish­ 
ing a pleasing variety. 
E veryw here there 
w as a bustle of anim ation and b rilliant 
coloring. 
T he T em plars form ed early at the vari­ 
ous headquarters, an d w ith bands playing 
m arched through the crow ded streets to 
th e place of starting. Pennsylvania avenue 
w as roped off to give full room for the 
K n ig h ts’ m aneuvers. 
T he crowd present is not nearly so large 
as w hen H arrison was inaugurated. 
M od­ 
erate estim ates place the n um ber of visit­ 
o rs at 50,000. T hese are nearly all friends 
of th e various C om m anderies. 
T he n u m ­ 
b er of K nights in the city is estim ated at 
from 15.000 to 20,000. com prising over 200 
C om m anderies from all sections of th e 
co u n try . 
It was nearly noon w hen th e twelve 
divisions of the procession form ed in the 
streets adjacent to th e Capitol, debouch­ 
in g from the side streets. 
A t a signal 
th ey filed into line and began the long 
m arch u p Pennsylvania avenue. 
A few 
m o m en ts after th e P resident’s arrival at 
th e review ing stand the head of tbe pro­ 
cession filed around the corner of F if­ 
teen th street and m arched w ith m easured 
tread in front of w here President H a rri­ 
son stood dotting his hat in response to 
th e salutes w ith w hich he was greeted. 
E m in e n t Sir M yron M. P arker, w ith forty- 
five aides on horseback, 
six 
or 
eight 
abreast, followed by th e W ashington Com ­ 
m anderies, headed the procession. 
T hey 
w ere accom panied by th e M arine B and, 
w hich was the recipient of m any cheers as 
it passed th e stand. 
Secretary B laine, w ho 
entered th e stand at this m om ent and 
courteously bow ed to th e assem bled m u lti­ 
tude, was enthusiastically welcom ed.

In place 
of sw ords th ey carried long lances, tipped 
■with silver of a dull hue, and th eir vest­ 
m en ts were adorned w ith silver facings. 
A nother of th e V irginia Com m anderies 
carried lancea tipped w ith gold. 
In the fifth division tb e O riental Com­ 
m andery of C leveland attracted m uch at­ 
tention and applause by its fine m arching, 
as did also th e H anseim an C om m andery of 
C incinnati, th e m em bers of w hich filed by 
th e stand w ith th eir heads uncovered and 
th eir hats resting on th eir rig h t shoulders. 
DeM oley C om m andery of Louisville was 
w arm ly applauded as it passed before the 
review ing stand. 
T his C om m andery 
is 
know n am ong tb e T em plars as the C ham ­ 
pion. 
T be long procession h ad w earied th e 
spectators, and signs of im patience were 
m anifested. 
T his, how ever, gave way to a 
feeling of lively interest as th e California 
K nights m oved in sight, head by fortv-tw o 
m em bers of C alifornia C om m andery No. 1, 
of San Francisco, m ounted on coal black 
chargers.

of the O rder w orked in w hite silk. 
T here was a flutter of handkerchiefs and 
som e applause as the G olden G ate Com ­ 
m andery, of San Francisco, passed by w ith 
a sm all live black bear, surnam ed “ Ceru- 
babel,” perched on a box in a wagon, 
w hich m oved in advance of them . 
T h e drill corps of th e U nited States and 
th e grace of its evolutions was greatly ap­ 
preciated by th e adm iring throng. 
F orm ing th e end of th is division, but 
sharing w ith th e m ore forw ard ran k s the 
applause of th e onlookers, was th e "L ittle 
C om m andery” from the M asonic O rp h an ’s 
H om e in Louisville. 
It was com posed of 
sm all lads, bnt in d rilling and appearance 
it bad little to fear from the senior organi­ 
zations. 
Illinois took up th e w hole o f th e eighth 
division, and h ad tw enty-eight separate 
C om m anderies in line. St. B ernard, the 
crack drill C om m andery of the State, at­ 
tracted universal attention. 
It was pre­ 
ceded by th e R oyal C anadian B and, of 
H am ilton, and carried a live eagle, pre­ 
sented to it by th e G olden G ate C om m an­ 
dery, of San Francisco, three years ago. 
T he procession consum ed three hours in 
passing the review ing stand. 
T he people 
on the sidew alk pressed forw ard to have a 
glance at President H arrison. 
T he P resi­ 
dent. however, ra th e r w earied from the 
ordeal of standing for hours in th e cold air 
alm ost all the tim e w ithout a covering to 
his head, im m ediately left th e stand, and. 
accom panied by his Secretary and the ladies 
of the party, started across th e law n to the 
W hite H ouse. 
T h eG ran d E ncam pm ent began its session 
im m ediately upon 
arriving at .M asonic 
T em ple at th e close of th e parade. 
M ayor M. P ark e r delivered the address 
of w elcom e on th e part o f th e local Com ­ 
m anderies, and introduced C om m issioner 
Douglass who welcom ed th e K nights in 
b ehalf of th e city. 
To both of th e addresses th e G rand 
M aster responded and this closed th e public 
exercisps. 
T he E ncam pm ent then began business in 
secret conclave. 
T he Iow a trouble im m e­ 
diately loom ed up, an d a resolution was 
offered excluding th e m em bers from th at 
State from th e session. 
T his resolution w as carried, and the 
Iow a 
m em bers 
som ew hat 
indignantly 
w ithdrew . 
G eneral Room e, w ho is G rand M aster of 
th e O rder, and w ho had declared th e Iow a 
C om m andery an d its m em bers in rebellion, 
had n o th in g to d o w ith offering the resolu­ 
tion, bu t sim ply placed it before th e Con­ 
vention. 
It is authoritatively stated to n ig h t th at 
h e took no side in the m atter during the 
discussion of the resolution. 
T he an n u al address o f G rand M aster 
Room e, w ho presided over the session, was 
th en read. 
H is address opeued w ith refer­ 
ence to th e K nightly dead during the past 
three years. 
He recom m ended sslecting A scension 
D ay as a day of especial com m em oration 
and religious services by the O rder th ro u g h ­ 
o ut th e country. 
H e th en devoted a great 
deal of space to th e Iow a trouble, review ­ 
ing th e w hole m atter from beginning to 
end. 
H e said th e G rand C om m andery of th at 
S tate had attem pted to nullify the delibei- 
ate will of th e G rand E ncam pm ent, and 
th ough still professing loyalty to th e G rand 
E ncam pm ent and th e " C onstitution, its 
deeds had belied its em pty words. 
H e adm itted th at th e ritual adopted by 
th e San Francisco Conclave in 1886 has not 
com m ended itself to all th e State Com­ 
m anderies, but insisted th at w hile it was in 
force it was th e bounden d u ty of the 
K nights to obey it. 
Iow a did not rest w ith criticism , did not 
subm it to such alterations as it deem ed a d ­ 
visable, bu t attem pted to do aw ay w ith the 
law of th e G rand E ncam pm ent and ques­ 
tion th e constitutionality of the legislation 
of th e G rand E ncam pm ent. 
W hen the 
G rand C om m ander of th e State of Iow a 
questioned bis an tb o rity to order th e use 
o f the new ritual in the Iow a C om m andery 
he felt justified in issuing an edict declar­ 
in g th e G rand C om m andery of Iow a and 
all Sir K nights in its obedience to be in a 
state of disloyalty and rebellion to the con­ 
stitu tio n of the G rand E ncam pm ent of the 
U nited States.
